of any prisoners’ cage in the new 
Municipal Courts Building. 

When the escape was discovered tele- 
phone messages were sent to police 
headquarters and the Sheriff’s office. 

Deputy Sheriff Thien, after opening 
the cell door and finding all the white 
prisoners gone, exclaimed: ‘‘No wonder, 
Leineman wanted to be sentenced to- 
day.” 

. Thien ran back to, the courtroom and 
told Judge Taylor of the escape. The 
news spread rapidly and _ spectators 
joined the deputy sheriffs and court at- 
taches when they hurried into the corri- 
dors in hope of intercepting the fleeing 
prisoners. 

Persons in the corridors told the police 
they did not see anyone run from the 
building and did not notice five men 
leave it at the same time.. It is be- 
lieved the prisoners, after reaching the 
corridor, separated and mingled with 
the crowd, taking turns in quietly stip- 
ping out of the nearest exit on Clark 
avenue, 

Nolte Condemns Lack of Security. 

Sheriff Nolte said his deputies were in 
no way to blame for the escape, but 
spoke indignantly of the ineffective con- 
struction of the cage. 

“Whoever designed that cage” he 
said, “didn’t seem to think anyone would 
ever want to get out of it. Certainly 
he had no idea of the precautions that 
are necessary to keep felons in a cell. 
The cages are built for economy .and 
artistic effect, and not for security. The 
useless and dangerous trap door, through 
which these men escaped, was put in as 
a convenience for the janitor, to let 
him through to wash the windows. 
Why should his convenience be consid- 
ered at the expense of safety? 

“I have two deputies assigned to each 
courtroom, one acting as bailiff and the 
other transferring prisoners. At the 
Four Courts, the cage was in the court- 
room and the deputy in charge of pris- 
oners could keep his e on the cage. 
In the new arrangemént, as a matter 
of artistic effect, it is across a hall 
and only the locks on -the cage 
guard over the prisoners. 

“The locks are fitted with keys of the 
ordinary type, and any city hospital or 
sanitarium patient or inmate of any oth- 
er institution might without much diffi- 
culty get one. That was what someone 
evidently did in this case. The front 
door of the cage had the same sort of a 
lock, and but for the greater risk of at- 
tracting attention, they might have 
walked erect out of the front door, in- 
stead of crouching down and crawling 
through the low trapdoor at the rear.”

Under Prison Sentence. 


Fred (“‘Lefty’’) Leineman, who led the 
escape, formally was sentenced in Judge 
Taylor’s court Tuesday to four years 
in the penitentiary on two charges of 
burglary and larceny. He was convicted. 
of carrying wagon loads of stolen dry 
goods, etc., from a dry goods 
stores. ‘*.

fairs of the Star-Chronicle company, 
Which publishes the St. Louis Star. The 
purpose of this investigation }as been to 
determine whether the receiter should 
accept the $40,000 offered by Frank in 
Settlentent of claims aggregating more 
than 13 times that amount. 

The acceptance of the offer, Coles 
states in his report, Bs deemed advisable, 
because an attempt to recover the full 
amount due would throw the _ Star- 
Chronicle Publishing Co. into the hands 
of a receiver. 

Forced Payment Inadvisable, 

ae forced liquidation of the Star prop- 
erty, ” the report states, “‘would have to 
realize more than $206,000 over the ex- 
-Penses of such a forced liqtidation to 
produce a beneficial result equal to this 
offer,’’ meaning Frank’s $40,0% offer. 

Judge Smith Mc Pherson will pass on 
Coles’ recommendation. At the time the

Witnesses Tell of Admissions. 

In an attempt to keep this confession 
from going to the jury, attorneys for 
the defense had contended that it was 
invalid because obtained through duress, 
trickery and intimidation, Miller of- 
fered testimony to show this was not 
the case.

Company Makes Plea in Answer 
to Suit to Oust Cars of 
Route in Question. 





City Walther told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Tuesday that, by no 
stretch of the imagination, could the St. 
Louis Transit Co. ordinance, approved 
in 1899, be construed as extending the 
franchises of the United Rallways Co. 
The attorneys for the company, in their 
answer to the city’s suit to oust the 
Jefferson avenue line, whose franchise 


expired Feb. 6, set up the claim that 
the franchise of not only the Jefferson 
avenue line, but of every other line in

Transit company ordinance. 

Walther said that this ordinance was 
passed to give certain lines then com- 
prising the St. Louis Transit Co. the 
right to interchange cars and cross in- 
tersecting lines, and that it was not 
in any sense a franchise extension ordi- 
nance, and contained nothing, which, In 
his opinion, could be remotely con- 
strued as an extension of franchises. 

Working on the Line. 

The City Counselor said he was sur- 
prised that the company set up the or- 
dinance at all in its answer, as he did 
not see how it could have any possi- 
ble effect on the franchises of the Jef- 
ferson avenue line and the United Rail- 
ways Co. 

It was reported to the city hall that 

the United Railways Co. was making 
repairs on the north end of the Jeffer- 
son avenue line. Walther said that he 
had not been notified that such repairs 
were being made, but that if they were 
the company would gain no rights by 
such action. Work on-the tracks was a 
violation of the law, he said. Some 
work, he said, was being done on a 
part of the line not covered by the 
original franchise. 
The route of the Jefferson line has 
been changed to some extent near its 
northern terminus since the original 
franchise was granted, Walther”® said. 
The company has a right to make re- 
pairs on the portion of the line covered 
by an ordinance still in effect, he said, 
but could be prosecuted by the city for 
repairing the portion of the line ‘covered 
by the expired franchise. 


Company’s Contentions. 

In its answer to the quo warranto pro- 
ceedings, instituted. by the city, the 
United Railways Co., through its attor- 
neys, sets up the plea that its franchises 
were extended both by the St. Louis 
Transit Co. ordinance, approved March 
20, 1899, and the Central Traction ordi- 
nance, passed in 1898. 

The company has always contended 
that the Central Traetton ordinance ex- 
tended to 1948 the franchises of every 
line in the city, but it has not hereto- 
fore made the contention that the St. 
Louls Transit ordinance extended any 
franchises. 

The Transit ordinance was enacted pri- 
marily to give certain railroad compa- 
nies, afterward merged into the United 
Railways Co., the right to change their 
motive power, and to operate the cars of 
one company over the tracks of others. 
The lines mentioned in the ordinance 
are the Cass Avenue and Fair Grounds 


Railway Co., Citizens Railway Co., 
Southwestern Railway Co., Southern 
Electric Railroad Co., St. Louis Rail- 


road Co., and the Baden and St. Louis 
Railroad Co. 


Rights Ordinance Gives. 

The ordinance gives the companies 
“the right to sell or lease the rights or 
privileges, franchises and property. of 
one or more of the companies, and of 
the companies whose tracks may be so 
intersected, to another of said compa- 
nies or to the St. Louis Transit Co., its 
successors or assigns, and the acquisi- 
tion thereof, with authority to hold, en- 
joy and operate the same for a period 
expiring with the term of the franchise 
of@the said Southern Electric Railroad 
Co." 

It is this section of the ordinance 
which the company says extends the 
franchises until Dec. 20, 1989 (the date 
of expiration of the Southern Electric 
Railroad Co, franchise), and the fran- 
chises of every line intersected by any 
of the reads mentioned in the ordinance. 
The roads owned at that time by the 
several companies intersected practical- 
ly all of the other street railway lines in 
St. Louis, including the Jefferson line. 
This ordinance, the company’s lawyers 
assert in their answer, extends the Jef- 
ferson avenue franchise until March 20, 
1939, 

The St. Louis Transit Co. ordinance 
Was written by the late Smith P. Galt, a 
lawyer. It gave the six railroad com- 
panies privileges of making extensions 
and improvements, and of operating 
funeral, ambulance, mail -and express 
cars.

But Oh, How Like Eternity Was 
the Length of Bernard Shaw’s 
— Satiric Sketch!

AVE for the appalling length of 
“Press Cuttings,” their George 
Bernard Shaw offering, The 

Players at the Artists’ Guild on Mon- 
day evening presented a crisply clev- 
Cr program of stage sketches in the 
very smartest manner. 

The Bernard Shaw satire itself is 
diabolically clever, as is all. of 
Shaw’s work—but O, so long! Miles 
and miles of talk could have been cut 
out to its vast betterment as one of 
five “bits” that constituted the 
night’s entertainment. There were 
moments during its progress when 
life seemed not worth the living, so 
endless was the Shavian flow of po- 
litical parody. 

It was amazingly well played, this 
ironic Irish dream of the condition 
of England, due to equal! suffrage and 
ultra-democracy, on the Day of AN 
Fools in this present Year of Our 
Lord, | 


Mr. Melville Burke as a_ »buriesque 
Kitchener of Khartoum, Mr. Clarence 
Stratton in the shrewdly doubled role of 
a cartooned Premier Asquith and a mili- 
tant suffragette Mrs. Banger, Mrs. Fred- 
erick Hattersley as Lady. Corinthia Fan- 
shawe, a ‘“‘temperamental’’ music lover 
with a perilous penchant toward the 
tasting of forbidden fruit; Miss An- 
toinette Taylor as Mrs. Farrell, female 
‘striker’ for Lord Kitchener, and Mr. 
Harry King Tootle as an orderly, all ac- 
quitted themselves with an exceeding 
skillfulness. 

Dr. Ernest Saxl, too, effectively stage- 
managed the performance—if only he 
bad taken a hint from the very title of 
the playlet itself and used the editorial 
shears and blue pencil on its Maratftion 
verbosity. 

Just. before the program opened with 
Oscar Wilde’s tragic little ‘“‘Ballade de 
Marguerite,’’ a brief and very neat pro- 
logue was speken by Mr. George Black- 
man, entreating the audience to live up 
to the confident expectations of the play- 
ers by being an appreciative lot. 

The audience finely yielded to the 
entreaty, not a point of the many, many 
points of excellence escaping instant rec- 
ognition and acclaim. The Wilde dra- 
matic poem was admirably interprete4 
by Mrs. John Livingston Lowes and 
Mr. Thomas Furlong, with Miss Jose- 
phine Carradine, as at certain other 
times thrdéughout the evening, contrib- 
uting a subdued accompaniment at ths 
piano.’ 

The biggest hit of the night was 
scored by Thomas Preston Lockwood’s 
sketch, entitled “Less of Little,’’ an in- 
cident of the strike at Lawrence, Mass., 
in which is pictured a poignant mother 
and father whom famine has compelled 
to place their baby in the care of stran- 
gers. There's a note of sure and strong 
simplicity in young Mr. Lockwood’s 
work, and his lines were sent across 
the footlights by Mr. Hugh Ferriss and 
Mrs. Henry Koehler with really aston- 
ishing competency. 

“The Christmas Present,” one of those 
Anatol snapshots in which Arthur 
Schnitzler delights to hint piquantly at 
lawless love between idleness-tempted 
young men and women, was made faith- 
fully atmospheric by Mr. Henri de 
Gheest and Mrs. Charles Parsons Pet- 
tus. Gabrielle, married, meets Anatol, 
for whom she has always had a sheak- 
ing fondness, on a deserted street cor- 
ner one rainy Christmas eve, and, by 
dint of jealous questioning, learns that 
he ig seeking to buy a Yuletide present 
for a certain more lowly born girl cf 
his latest loving. The dialogue-duel be- 
tween the two is masterfully handled, 
its close finding Gabrielle quite wistfully 
envious of the grisette in the case. 


The program's final number, a 
“Masque of Pierrot and Columbine,” de- 
vised by Miss Zoe Akins, was an excel- 
lent achievement. Miss Akins reveals a 
true sense of the inherent tragedy of 
Pierrot, who “loves too little or too 
much,” as her own good lines tell us, 
and her playing of the Pierrot part was 
finely consistent with thie realization. 
Miss Alice Martin was a graceful and 
spirited Columbine, Mr. Dawson- Watson 
seemed seven feet high and very sinister 
as the black domino, Death, with whom 
poor Columbine dances at the last, and 
Miss Ann Drew, Miss Bertha Bates and 
Miss Corinne Tobin sincerely distin- 
guished themselves as ‘“‘les trois dan- 
seuses” in several little ballets incidental! 
to the story. 

Mr. Herbert Cost as The Showman, di- 
recting, this candle-light fantasy, looked 
the part in @ properly audacious and 
handsome way, and the unnamed figures 
of Tragedy, Comedy, the revelers, etc., 
completed a very faithful Pierrot pre- 
sentation.

Jury Is Denied and Arguments 
Follow Brief Testimony 
by Defense.

The suit of Louis T. Bernero, 6 years 
old,-to legally claim property at 900- 
902 Washington avenue, safd to be 
worth $500,000, was heard Tuesday in 
Judge MecQuillin’s court. 

The suit was brought by the boy’s 
mother, Mrs. Lorraine Bernero of 649 
Maple avenue, through Attorney Thom- 
as D. Cannon. The boy’s father was 
Manuel Bernero, nephew and adopted 
son of Louis and Teresa Bernero, for 
whose estate the boy sued. 

Louis Bernero died in 1904, and his 
wife in 1911. She left $10,000 to Iittle 
Louis, to be used for his education, 
but the bulk of the estate was willed to 
her sister, Mrs. Clotilda Longinotti of 
Hot Springs, Ark., and Mrs. Longinotti's 
11 children. 

When the case was called, Cannon an- 
nounced he recently had filed a suit at- 
tacking the will of Loufs and Teresa 
Bernero and thought that should be 
given precedence over the present ac- 
tion. Judge McQuillin disagreed. 

‘‘Then I shall withdraw as counsel in 
this case,’’ said Cannon. 

“You will not be permitted to with- 
draw,” gaid the Judge. “You are an 
officer of the court.”’ 

Cannon then asked a jury and was 
overruled again. When the defense pre- 
sented its evidence he waived the pfivi- 
lege of cross-examining the witnesses, 
and arguments were begun after a brief 
trial. 

The contention on behalf of the boy is 
that his father, who died in 1910, was 
the only legal heir of Louis and Teresa 
Bernero.

BERNERO BOY'S — 
SINT FOR $500,000} 10 CONDUCT WAR 
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$30] 000 NEEDED 
ON MOSQUITOES 


Dr. Starkloff Says This Sum 
Would Permit an Effective Be- 
ginning of Campaign. 


By expending -$25,000 or $30,000 for 
disinfecting material, Health Commis- 
sioner Starkloff estimates, the St. Louis 
Health Department could make an ef- 
fective beginning in a campaign to ex- 
terminate mosquitoes. The suggestion 
for such a campaign, recently made 
editorially by the Post-Dispatch, has 
been indorsed by business men who 
recently visited Panama, where & sim- 
ilar campaign was successful. 


Dr. Starkloff believes the Boy Scouts, 
whose willingness to undertake a mos- 
quito war has been made known by 
their officers, can be used to great 
advantage. He hopes the Health De- 
partment will be able to supply the 
scouts with material and the necessary 
instruction. The scouts have doné ac- 
tive work in campaigns against insect 
pests in various places in the East. 


Must Wait on Appropriation. 


‘Until we see the appropriation bill 
in its final shape,” said Dr. Starkloff 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter Tuésday, 
“we will not know where we stand in 
the matter of beginning against mos- 
quitoes. The preliminary estimates, at 
the Comptrolier’s request, covered ofily 
the necessary routine work on the pres- 
ent basis, and did not include new 
work. 

“The United States Government was 
behind the work of mosquito destruction 
at Panama. Unfortunately, we have 
not the privilége of saying how much 
money We shall have for our work. 
We want to do the mosquito work, and 
we can do it if we get the means. 

“In any case, we shell continue the 
work we did last year, of treating fhe 
surfaces of ponds and pools with crude 
petroleum. We shall ask the Sewer De- 
partment to flush the *%pen sewer in- 
lets, a fertile source of mosquito breed- 
ing, at regular intervals, and we shall 
push other measures to abolish certain 
nuisances which breed insects in abund- 
anode. 

“We havé now fewer sanitary officers 
than there are wards in the city. Their 
work has been increased by recent legis- 
lation for screening of food and fof Meat 
aed milk in#pection, which it wm ‘their 
duty to enforce. With this small force, 
we have sucoéeded in making ofie of the 
best showings among American cittes in 
the matter of checking fnfectious dis- 
eases.

LIKELY 10 FAIL 


Other Municipal Needs Pointed 
Out in Opposition to the 
$200,000 Appropriation. 


The efforts of the Civic League and 
Councilman Espenschied and former 
Councilman Saunders Norvell to get an 
appropriation for the municipai nauling 
of ashes and rubbish likely will fail 
again this year, as Comptroller Taussig 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Tuesday 
that it would be impossible to provide 
out of the city revenues the $200,000 nec- 
essary for putting the ash-hauling or- 


dinarce {nto effect. 

Councilman Espenschied said that it 
would be a great economy for the city 
to haul the ashes and rubbish. House- 
holders now have to pay direct for the 
hauling of ashes at the rate of $1 to $3 
a load. Under the city ordinance all 
ashes and rubbish placed in proper re- 
ceptaciles would be hauled by the city 
without cost to the householder. 

Rabbish Now Put in Street, 

“The city ought to find some way of 
raising the money for hauling the ashes 
and rubbish,’ said Espenschied. . “Byv- 
éfy small householder in the city is in- 
terested in having this done. Rubbish 
of all kinds is now dumped into the 
streets and alleys. 

“IT do not think more than $150,000 a 
year would be necessary. The Comp- 
troller ought to find a way to get the 
money.’’ 

Comptroller Taussig said that as a 
member of the Civic League, long be- 
fore he had any idea of running for 
public office, he strongly advocated the 
enactment of the ash-hauling ordinance, 
which was approved in April, 1910. The 
ordinance contained a provision that it 
Was not to become effective until an 
Sppropriation was made. 

“Ashes and rubbish should be collected 
by the city the same as garbage,” said 
Comptroller Taussig. ‘I have been try- 
ing for two years to find money for this 
purpose. But there have been so many 
demands for money that seemed more 
pressing that I have been compelled to 
Gefer the appropriations. 

“We must have an infectious hospital 
and a new industrial school. The neces- 
sity for these is greater than for hauling 
ashes. We feel that we can tmpose upon 
the people for a while longer to haul 
their own ashes, but We do not feel that 
we ean longer refuse to meet the press-

Burns’ Detectives Trick Women 
of Bohemia Into Telling of 
Ellen Golden. 








MRS. PIERCE, 71, TRAPPED 
She Tells of Varied Career of 
Mother of 3 Heirs to $4,000,- 
ooo Sought by Relatives. 





The bitter fight now being waged for 
the $4,000,000 estate of the late Louis 
Philip Ewald, St. Louis and Louisville 
ironmaster, had its latest development 
within the last few days, when lawyers 
representing Ewald’s brother and sister; 
obtained the depositions of women prom- 
inent.in the affairs of St. Louis’ _Bo- 
hemia. These depositions bore on the 
past life of Ellen Golden, mother of the 
three children, legally adopted by Ewald, 
to whom nearly al) his property was 
left. They will be used as evidence in 
the pending will contest. 

In the effort to place Ellen Golden’s 
gareer on record in court, attorneys and 
Burns’ detectives have carried their in- 
vestigations from Louisville’ and St. 
Louis to Denver, Chicago and places in 
Pennsylvania. She.and the three chil- 
dren, Philip, Helen and Sterling Ewald, 
aged 16, 14 and 9 years, now live in De- 
troit. Her character and career are 
considered important by the attorneys 
for the will contestants, as showing the 
nature of the influence which she is al- 
leged to have exerted over Ewald. 

Ewald’s brother and sister, Harry F. 
Ewald and Mrs. Rosa Damon, both of 
St. Louis, allege, in their suit to break 
his will, that he was insane, was un- 
duly influenced by Ellen Golden, and 
was in great fear of her, both at times 
when he adopted the children, ‘in . 1900 
and 195, and when he made his will. 
He died in Louisville, July 31, 1909. 
$15,000 Each to Brothers and Sisters. 

His will left $15,000 each to eight broth- 
ers and sisters, including the present 
contestants, and the same amount to 
the widow of a brother. The remainder 
was bequeathed to the children. Harry 
Ewald and Mrs. Damon filed suits in 
St. Louis in 1910, which did not come to 
trial. Last October they sued in Louis- 
ville, and their attorneys set about get- 
ting their depositions. ; 

Strategy was used in getting the tes- 
timony of Mrs. Pauline Pterce, Tl years 
old, of 2662 Lucas avenue. Her ac- 
quaintance with Ellen Gokién, ranging 
over a dozen years of Bohemian life in 
St. Louls and other cities, was: con- 
sidered most important, but: the secre- 
tiveness of ‘‘Mamma’”’ Pierce, as she is 
called, was a bar to the lawyers in their 
attempt to obtain her testimony. 

A representative from Chicago of the 
Burns Detective Agency came here, ac- 
companied by a former Chief of Po- 
lice of Louisville, to prepare the way 
for the lawyers’ efforts. The Chicago 
detective went to Mrs. Pierce with the 
statement that he was an insurance 
agent, and was willing to insure her, 
although she could not get insurance 
elsewhere. 

“It was one of the few times that I 
ever fell into a trap,’’ said Mrs. Pierce 
Tuesday to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
“The idea of an insurance company that 
would take the risk of insuring a sick 
old woman like me appealed to me 80 
strongly that I was off my guard. I an- 
swered the regular questions, and an- 
swered other questions that weren't 
down on his blank, until the first thing 
I knew I had told him a good deal of 
what I knew about Ellen Golden. Soon 
after that I was subpenaed to give my 
deposition.” 

The depositions of Mrs. Pierce, Maude 
Hunter of 809 North Twenty-third street, 
Florence McClellan of 820 Beaumont 
street and several other women who 
knew Ellen Golden, were taken last 
Friday in the office of Joseph A. 
Wright, room 1416, Third National Bank 
Building. An earlier date had been set, 
but delay was occastoned by Mrs. 
Pierce’s illness, she being until last week 
in such a condition that she could not 
leave her room. Her physician would 
not let her be questioned there. 

Once Dramatic Reader. 

Mrs. Pierce, in teliffe of her testi- 
mony, said the time which it covered be- 
gan in 188, when Mrs. Piercé, who had 
then lately given up the profession of 
a dramatic reader, met Ellen Golden in 
Denver. Mrs. Pierce rented a house 
there, she said, and Ellen Golden, then 
= years old, lived with her. This ar- 
rangement, Mrs. Pierce said; continued 
for several years, then Ellen Golden re- 


iturned to St. Louis, where she had for. 


merly. lived. 

In 1898, the year of the Chicago World's 
Fair, Mrs. Pierce conducted three hotels 
in Chicago. In One of them, the Crosset, 
she said, Ellen Golden and Ewald were 
boarders for two weeks. This was Mrs. 
Pierce's first acquaintance with Ewald, 
who was then the wealthy owner of a 
Louisville foundry. He and Ellen Gold- 
en went away together, and some time 
afterward she returned to Chicago alone, 
and, according to Mrs. Pierce, resumed 
her former manner of life.

’ STATE POWER OVER MONOPOLY. 

The decision of the United States Supreme 
Court in the Oil Trust ouster case is merely an 
affirmation of the right of the states to make 
and enforce laws against monopoly within their 
borders. : 

In the suit against the Standard Oil Trust Mis- 
- gouri gave a valuable example ta other states in 
the enforcement of anti-trust laws. The result 
of the suit has established the power of te 
State to protect its citizens :gainst monopo.y 
oppression. 

In the case of the Oil Trust Missouri led the 
United States and blazed the way tor the Gov- 
ernment’s dissolution suit. But it is evident 
*#from the ffort of Standard Oil to control other 
companies, despite state and Federal decisions, 
that the fight is not ended. 

Gov. Hadley’s service in initiating and pressing 
to a successful conclusion the Standard Oil suit 
was valuable to all the states. 
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If Prof. Felix Adler really thinks the lower 
house of Congress has been a failure, perhaps his 
opinion of the upper house would not be fit for 
publication.
